AU hope of economic recovery in western Germany 
hinges on a stabilized system of currency.

why the Western Allies have taken bold steps to get 
rid Of the virtually worthless money now in circulation 
and replace it with a new issue. No modem society 
can get along without a medium of exchange. 
The Soviet union know* this, of course, and may 
try to sabotage the new system m western Germany 
But it’s unlikely that anything which might happen to 
the new money could be worse than what happened to 
the old money.

One package of American ctgareta was worth 
100 marks, or a week s pay for an average white eeMar 
worker. 
Everybody with anything to barter side 
steped the currency system tn order to live. The real 
basts of value tn Germany wasn’t the mark, supposed 
ly worth about 10 cents, but a package of cigareta. 
actually worth seven loaves of bread, and so on 
Coffee, chocolate and soap also have been favorite 
standards of barter. 
The new money system may not work. Perhaps— 
and this isn't meant to be facetiou» —dgarets might 
work better. 
But unless something can be made to 
work It is vain to think about economic reconstruction 
in Germany. Worthless currencies are one of the 
ugliest blights spread by war. What has happened In 
Germany ts different only in degree, not hi kind, from 
what ha* happened in every country' whose Wasted 
resources are reflected in the declining value of the 
medium of exchange. The United States has the prob­ 
lem, too.

He needs a hou se on the 
land from the start—t hou se that 
can grow—and in many cases 
a 
hou se on which he can bu ild addi­ 
tions himself in his slack seasons. 
So the Agricu ltu ral Associates, 
Inc., 25 Elm st., Ardsley , N. Y., an 
organization of consu ltants to the 
Bétter Farm Bu ildings Association, 
has designed an ex pansible 
farm 
hou se to meet those requ irements. 
This 
organization 
w a s 
brou ght 
abou t by the farm bu ilding m ater­ 
ial and equ ipment manu factu rers, 
agricu ltu ral colleges and farm pu b­ 
lications that comprised the Better 
Farm Bu ildings Association, 
The ex pansible farm hou se can 
be dressed in a v ariety of ex terior 
designs. With a steep pitched roof 
and box ed close-cropped eav es 
it 
resembles the Cape Cod Sty le. 
A 
low pitched roof with ov erhanging 
eav es and ex posed rafter ends can 
giv e it the air of a ranch hou se. 
A fiat roof can be u sed for 
the 
modern, or contemporary motif. 
It can be bu ilt in three stages. 
The basic u nit is geared on apart­ 
ment lines. 
It contains 
complete 
bathroon, farm kitchen, workroom 
and large liv ing room with fire­ 
place. 
A conv ertible sofa bed and 
drop leaf table are su ggested for 
max imu m u se of the liv ing room in 
the basic stage. 
Ev en thou gh a farmer knows how 
to‘bu ild barns and other ou tbu ild­ 
ings, the designers u rge him to get 
a contractor for the main part of 
his hou se for the speed and sim­ 
plicity of getting u tilities installed. 
He can sav e by doing the intereior 
finish and ex terior painting him­ 
self, bu t the help of professionals is 
essential in prem anent constru c­ 
tion. 
The core of the hou se can be 
bu ilt with or withou t a basement. 
Additions can be bu ilt entirely on 
insu lated concrete slabs. If an ex ­ 
terior door is prov ided at the end 
of the hall near the bath when the 
main u nit is erected, the first ad­ 
dition can be made v ery easily . 
Complete instru ctions aie 
su p­ 
plied with the working 
drawings 
for these hou ses. Constru ction fea­ 
tu res are illu strated in an u nder­ 
standable way . 
Since the 
dining 
room is considered a lu x u ry in most 
hou ses.1t is su ggested for the third 
project.

How To Decrease 
Home Fire Risk 


An av erage of 300.000 fires occu r 
in homes and tipartments throu gh­ 
ou t the United States ev ery y ear, 
rendering at least tha t many per­ 
sons homeless for periods 
ranging 
from a day to sev eral months. 
Fire is no respecter of persons, n t 
bu rns down the hu mble cottage as 
well as the millionaire's mansion. 
Before bu y ing or bu ilding, con­ 
sider the location. 
Does it hav e 
fire protection? Is there a fire de­ 
partm ent av ailable on calL If not, 
ks there an emergency water su pply 
nearby ? Are there enou gh families 
ill the neighborhood to organize a 
v olu nteer fire department? 
Too often su bu rban dev elopments 
sprawl bey ond the city or v illage 


size than the bedroom wing, it of­ 
fers an alternativ e of being erected 
as the first addition and serv ing as 
a bedroom u ntil the larger wing can 
be afforded. 
The ev entu al size of the hou se 
depends also on the roof sty le se­ 
lected In the beginning. The pitch­ 
ed Cape Cod roof is the most ex ­ 
pensiv e at the start becau se it calls 
for more framing. Bu t with a stair­ 
way prov ided, the attic space can 
accommodate 
additional 
sleeping 
space and an ex tra bath by the In­

stronger joists. 
To simplify constru ction as well 
as to improv e appearances, the roof 
lines of the wings are dropped be­ 
low the main ridge. This makes it 
possible to bu ild the wings withou t 
distu rbing the main roof. Flashing 
makes a weathertight joint. 
At ev ery stage of 
constru ction 
this ex pansible hou se is a complete 
dwelling both in appearance and 
fu nction. 


limits, where fire protection is u n­ 
av ailable. 
When y ou bu ild: 
Find ou t if 
y ou r city has adopted a good bu ild­ 
ing code, su ch as 
the 
National 
Board of Fire Underwriters code. 
If y ou r city has a code, and its en­ 
forcement is good, y ou witt get good 
constru ction, and a better v alu e 
If y ou r city has no code, or If 
y ou bu ild in u nincorporated areas, 
get a good architect and select a 
repu table 
bu ilder 
or 
contractor, 
who will follow good bu ilding prac­ 
tices. 
Here are other considerations. 
1—Spacing: 
Tnere shou ld be & 
minimu m of 20 feet between y ou r 
hou se and the hou se nex t door. 
2—Roofing: 
A fire resistant roof 
is best. It prev ents sparks 
from 
nearby fires or chimney s from ig­ 
niting the roof. 
3—Firestops: 
Ev ery frame home 
shou ld hav e blocks or boards be­ 
tween stu ds at ev ery floor lev el and 
eav es lev el of ev ery partition and 
ou tside wall and arou nd chimney 
breast. If y ou hav e bou ght an old 
hou se, y ou can forestop 
it 
with 
mineral wool insu lation, 
4—Electrical wiring: In new con­ 
stru ction, or in alterations, hav e all 
work done by professional electric­ 
ians gu ided by the National Elec­ 
tric Code. 
Prov ide electric lights in all clos­ 
ets, basement and attic spaces so 
that the u se of candles and open 
flames will nev er be necessary . 
5—If y ou r home has a basement, 
prov ide a heav y flu sh-ty pe 
door, 
13-4 Inches thick, at the top of the 
basement stairs. This door will hold 
back a fire for half an hou r. The 
basement celling as well as the low­ 
er side of the stairway leading to 
second floor shou ld be cov ered with 
a half-inch of gy psu m plaster ov er 
metal lath. 
6—Fireplaces: 
No wooden beams 
or Joists shou ld be su pported by 


the chimney . No woodwork shou ld 
be placed within fou r inches of the 
back of a fireplace. 
7—The 
heating 
plant: 
Before 
bu y ing an old hou se, inspect the 
chimney for cracks, and the flu es 
for ru st and corrosion. 
All piping 
shou ld be Isolated or insu lated.

Dr. Rhee and his right-wing po ­ 
litical gro ups wo n In the recent 
electio n in the so uth, there Us still 
wid espread o ppo sitio n to him there, 
mu ch o f It und ergro und . 
This mo v ement 
co ntains Co m­ 
munists, mo d erates, and ev en so me 
riv al right-wing elements. Many o f 
these d iv erse elements are kno wn 
to feel that a Russo -American war 
is inev itable and that the so o ner It 
takes place the fetter fo r Ko rea. 
There was much v io lence d uring 
the recent electio n, but since that 
time the o ppo sitio n has been ho ld ­ 
ing its fire—fo r an interesting rea­ 
so n. 
This is the 
assumptio n 
that 
American po licy to ward Ko rea is 
bo und to change after the presid en­ 
tial electio n this co ming No v ember. 
This may be a co mpletely u nwar­ 
ranted assumptio n. It o v erlo o ks the 
fact that America’s po licy in Ko rea 
is o nly part o f a general po licy o f 
ho ld ing the line against Russian 
Co mmunist ex pansio n, and that this 
is largely the resu lt o f Rassla’s re­ 
fusal to co o perate—o n any terms 
but her o wn—In Ko rea and many 
o ther places. It igno res the fact that 
this American po licy is a bipartisan 
affair, and that no matter who wins 
the electio n it is unlikely to change 
fund amentally unless o r until the 
main reaso n fo r it changes. That 
reaso n is Russia, no t Ko rea. 


THIS ASSUMPTION by Ko reans 
may be mo re than wro ng. It may be 
v ery d angero us. Until no w the mo d ­ 
erates in the o ppo sitio n to Rhee 
hav e been able to pttrsuad e the ex ­ 
tremists that actio n no w wo ulfl o nly 
make things wo rse, pro bably pro ­ 
lo nging the o ccupatio n and d elay ing 
ind epend ence. 
Mo re recently ev en the mo d erates 
hav e been persuad ed that after the 
Ameijcan electio n that time fo r ac­ 
tio n will hav e arriv ed . Wo rd fro m 
Ko rea is that larrge scale d emo n­ 
stratio ns o re planned *In the so uth 
fo r that time—fo r natio nal unity , 
ind epend ence, and an end to the 
o ccupatio n. 
No d o ubt the Co mmunists fav o r 
these plans because any change fo r 
v io lence Impro v es their o wn pro s­ 
pects o f taking o v er the who le co un­ 
try . 
The mo d erates appear to think a 
big blo w-o ff wo uld co nv ince any 
po st-electio n American ad ministra­ 
tio n that America sho uld get o ut 
o f Ko rea and a bap d o n Dr. Rhee’s 
go v ernment in Seo ul, 
They may hav e plans fo r d ealing 
with the Co mmunists if this 
u n­ 
likely ev ent sho uld take place, but 
If so the plans remain unpro v ed .
